ESCAPING AUTOS ALSO HELD

NORFOLK,, Va., Feb,.25.—Forty cases 
of liquor were held under strict guard 
at the naval base here tonight as evi- 
dence to he used against officers of the 
navy’ transport Beaufort, on which it 
was seized on arrival’ here _ yesterday: 
from the West Indies, 

A woman, believed to be the wife of 
an enlisted (man in ‘the tropics, is said 
to have tipped off the: Govérnment. that 
the transport, ‘heading ,for’ Hampton 
Roads; was carrying lHquor, which at 
bootleg qubtations here, was worth more 
than $5,000. 

The information was received <a Mil- 
ton M. Vipond, Assistant Collector of 
Customs at Norfolk. He hurried to the 
base ~ ‘and \laid his information before 
Rear Admiral Roger Welles, Com- 
mandant of the Fifth Naval District.

The President of the Stock Exchange 
sounds a new note in his speech at 
Chicago favoring a national movement 
against those who turn the ignorance 
and cupldity of others to their own 
undue profit) Mr. Smmmons has au- 
thority and experience to support his 
position that it. is unwise to increase 
the number and complexity. of laws 
almost Ampossible to enforce. The 
Hughes committee of 1900 declared 
that ‘‘ Exchanges can accomplish 
more than Legislatures.’’. The equally 
distinguished Hepburn committee re- 
ported to Governor Smrra that ‘‘ no 
** formula of words, no mathematical 
“computations dependent on auto- 
“ matic operation, can make an effi- 
“cient trap~to catch the crooked 
“ dealer.’’ Now the Stock Exchange 
proposes to set up what that coramit- 
tee of business men of great experi- 
ence and irreproachable character sug- 
gested, viz., “a flexible, virile fraud- 
** hunting machinery driven not by 

“ statute but by. human intelligence 
** and human activity. 2g 

It is good to see the Stock Exchange 
thus take ‘the offensive. The per- 
centage’ of convictions to. complaints is 
very small. District Attorney BANTON 
indicated one reason for this when he 
said that his office was clogged’ by 
complaints against “very nearly 
every broker in the city.’’ That is the 
Sort of thing which has stung the 
Stock Exchange into action. ‘ No law 
can compel the lambs not. to deal in 
bucket shops, and the Exchange itself 
does more to set high standards’ of 
business practice than can the law. 
The law can deal only with the-mini- 
mum.psacticable requisite of virtue, 
while the Exchange can discipline its 
members in a manner which sets the 
code of conduct. No ,statute could 
require. members to. submit. to the 
questionnaire just circulated. to check 
‘overtrading and business relations 
‘with “‘ brokers ’ who damage the Ex- 
: ,change as much as their, customers. 
District Attorneys can proceed only by 
Rascals hire lawyers to 
‘defeat the application of the laws, but 
oO money ‘could. stop such discipline as 
might be enforced by. the movement 
started ‘at. Chicago, in both legal and 
extra-legal methods. In substance the 
action now started by the Exchange 
is not unlike that taken by the banks, 
over whose counters may -be read 
notices that those who infringe bank- 
ing laws will be pursued by the banks.

That there be created a board of re- 
view: to handle workmen's compensation 
cases exclusively; a council of industrial 
standards and appeals within the De- 
partment of Labor to. handle appeais.

Federation of British Industries 
Charges This Places Enormous 
Barden on Britain.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—Application of a 
form of the Dawes plan to nations, 
iebtors of Great Britain, is advocated 
by the Federation of British Industries 
‘mn @& memorandum addressed to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
Federation takes the stand that a more 
Sentle handling of interallied debts by 
England is prevented by the attitude of 
the United States, since America, in 
refusing to také part in a general set- 
tlement and insisting on England’s pay- 
ng in full, forces Great Britain to insist 
hat she shall be paid. 

The memorandum sets forth that what 
British industry is now bearing to pay 
its own country’s debts, as well as 
bearing the debts of others, places an 

ormous burden on British industry out 
bf proportion to the analogous burden 
borne by its competitors’ industry. It 
ls also set forth that Great Britain can 
-xpand her trade only if stable money 
onditions are restored in other nations 
and that a debt settlement will tend to 
bring stable conditions. 

For these reasons the Federation sees 
i debt settlement as an urgent need of
